HIS ſpecies is about the ſize of the Greenſbank. The bill 
two inches and a half long, and ſlender as in that bird, but 
the tip not at all curved : the head is pale aſh-colour ſtreaked with 
black : the back and wings duſky aſh-colour marked with triangular 
white ſpots : quills duſky, the ſhafts white : breaſt, belly, and 
thighs white; the firſt thinly ſpotted with black: the two middle 
feathers of the tail are aſh-colour ; the fide feathers whitiſh, barred 
with black : legs long, and of a bright red.

neck, duſky aſh- colour: back and ſcapulars gloſſy greeniſh brown: 


wing coverts aſh- colour, varied with duſky and brown, and ſpotted 
with white: quills duſky ; four or five of the inner ones, and moſt 
of the ſecondaries, tipped with white : over the eyes a white ſtreak : 
between the bill and eye duſky : chia, and fore part of the neck, 


pale, with ſhort duſky ftreaks : the under parts from the breaſt, the 

lower part of the back, and rump, white ; in ſome ſpeckled with 

duſky : tail coverts, and tail, white barred with black: legs orange. 
This ſpecies varies greatly ; in winter the colours are greatly 


paler, and the white ſpots, ſo conſpicuous in the ſummer _ are 


ſcarcely viſible. 


It is common every where in the marſhes near the ſea, where it 


alſo breeds.
